Today the American people patne to pay tribute to, and set their seal 
of approbation upon the life and character of Abraham Lincolh. 
It is fitting, 
and it s also helpful to citizens of the republic that, once a y ear, on the occa­ 
sion of his birthday anniv ersary , they shotfld commemorate his life and wofk, 
for they ty pify the highest qualities and ideals of the American spirit. 
In his lowly birth and early y ears of pov erty and depriv ation Lincoln 
appeals to the great majority of his country men whose liv es are passed in com­ 
parativ e obscurity , and whose daily round of duty is laborious and dull. 
They 
find inspiration in his life and achiev ements; in the fact that from this in­ 
auspicious setting rose the man whose Wisdom and patience sav ed the nation 
in its greatest crisis. 
Lincoln’s career furnishes an ex ample, and an enduring assurance of 
the possibilities of American citizenship, and the democracy of our national 
life; of the ephemeral qualities of wialth and position, and of the ability of 
one possessed of courage and capacity , endowed with a v ision and supported 
by a firm faith in the right, to triumph ov er the material handicaps of life. 
Lincoln does not shine upon us in spotless splendor, or stand out, in 
cold isolation, as do some of the great* characters oF history . 
That which en­ 
deared him to us, and caused him to become forev er enshrined in the hearts 
of the American people was his human qualities. 
He walked their daily walks, 
liv ed their daily liv es, spoke the v ernacular of the common people, lov ed, 
sinned, and suffered as do common motals. 
\ 
The lesson of his achiev ement is in his disinterestedness, his unselfish 
consideration of others, his concentration upon problems wholly unrelated to 
self. 
And in this he Was a soul apart from most men of his time, and of the 
piesent day , who see J ife through their own selfish hopes and fears. 
In this 
ability to think broadly of the welfare of all his country men, he ty pified the 
spirit that should animate all Americans.

The late Henry Watterson in his estimate of Lincoln said: 
“ Where did Shakespeare get his genius? Where did Mozart get his music? 
Whose hand smote the ly re of the Scottish plowman and stay ed the life of the 
German priest ? God, God, and God alone; and as surely as these were raised 
up by God, inspired by fcod, was Abraham Lincoln; and a thousand y ears 
hence no drama, no tragedy , no epic poem will be filled with greater wonder, 
or be foJ loWed by mankind with deeper feeling than that which tells the story 
of his life and death.”
